1 MuvrRAD BAKHSH AND SULTAN SHUJAA’, the sons of Shah Jahan, seated 
facing one another on a carpeted terrace, Sultan Shujaa’ holding out a book 
towards his brother, both with halos, sky flaked and retouched, inscriptions of 
identification beneath, mounted 

(228mm. by 138mm.) [Mughal, probably second half of seventeenth century] 


2 THREE DERVISHES SEATED AT NIGHT on a high terrace, one writing, on the 
right kneels a prince with an older companion, fruit and a white cat in the 
foreground, two ships sailing in the distance beneath the cloudy sky, slight flaking, 
mounted with coloured borders

4 A QUEEN ENTHRONED IN HER PALACE entertains a visiting king who sits 
at the end of the table placed before the throne, food and drinking vessels are on 
the table, to the right is a group of attendant girls, on the left a mother with her 
child, in the foreground two attendants cope with a guest who has fallen to the 
floor with drunkenness, others provide music or play with a dog, brush drawing 
with some colouring and use of gold, rubbed in places, mounted on an album leaf, 
inscriptions above and below on borders, mounted 

(230mm. by 161mm.) [Mughal, seventeenth century]

6 A RULER RESTING AFTER THE HUNT. He sits with his entourage beneath a 
canopy, one of his courtiers waving a cloth over him, in the foreground a cook 
roasts game over a fire and two horses wait with a groom, drawing, damaged and 
waterstained at edges, on a later album leaf with gilt decorated borders 

(215mm. by 155mm.) [Mughal, first half of seventeenth century] 


7 AN OFFICER IS SHOWN A HAWK by a servant dressed in blue who holds the 
bird on his wrist, the officer dressed in white, green background and blue sky, 
rubbed, on an album leaf with gilt-decorated borders

white with a radiant gold halo, his horse with a plumed bridle and red saddle-cloth, 
turning his head as he goes to face his wazir who follows close behind on horse- 
back, several servants running alongside on foot carrying a lance, bows and 
arrows, and a sword in its case, in the background is a tree and a rocky pinnacle, 
a fortified town near the jagged horizon beneath a cloudy blue sky, A FINE 
MINIATURE executed as a drawing with use of some colours and gold, inner border 
of blue and red flowers, outer gilt floral border, mounted and glazed, yellow velvet 
case (170mm. by 92mm.) [Mughal, c. 1600]

9 ‘THE WOMAN SAID TO BE MARY MAGDALENE CLEANING JESUS’ FEET WITH HER 
HAIR. She kneels with her hands placed together, wearing a red robe with blue 
shawl, the jar of ointment standing on a dish before her, Jesus seated on a small 
verandah hung with red and yellow curtains, around him are five disciples dressed 
in European and Jesuit costumes, two of them kneeling in the foreground 
watching Mary Magdalene, the other three standing and kneeling on either side of 
Jesus, a few small areas flaked or rubbed including the face of Mary where the pencil 
drawing underneath is revealed, two lines of text written in nasta’liq script at top of 
miniature, mounted (150mm. by 76mm.) [Mughal(Agra ?), c. 1600-1605] 


** This miniature is from a manuscript of the Dastan-i-Masih (Life of 
Christ), written before 1600 by Father Jerome Xavier, a member of the third 
Jesuit mission to the Mughal court in 1580, and translated into Persian from the 
Portuguese with the assistance of Abbu-s-Sattar ibn Qasim of Lahore who is 
mentioned in Jahangir’s Memoirs (Beveridge I, p. 389 and II, p. 82). The manu- 
script was probably executed at Agra by Mughal court artists between 1601 and 
1605 when Akbar returned from the Deccan and the Jesuits’ influence on him 
was at its greatest. Another copy with Akbar’s seal dated 1602 is in the Lahore 
Museum. A group of eight miniatures from this manuscript, including the 
present example, were sold in these rooms 5th July, 1965, lots 56-63. For com- 
parison see Sir Edward Maclagan, The Jesuits and the Great Mogul, London 1932, 
plate facing p. 203.

10 A FRAGMENT FROM AKBAR’S COPY OF THE HAMZA-NAMA. A guard, 
dressed in a green turban and red jama, sits sleeping on a blue floor with his hands 
clasped about his knees, beside him a torch upon an orange pole burns with a 
golden flame, behind are four arches of a cloister with part of a brick wall and 
coloured panelling above, a wall spans the foreground with small battlements 
each marked with a cross, painting on cloth, the blue of the floor rather flaked, 
the wall in foreground retouched, mounted on a small album leaf with coloured 
borders, with mount (163mm. by 115mm.) [Mughal, c. 1570] 

** The Hamza-nama or Dastan-i-Amir Hamza from which this fragment 
comes is of supreme importance in the formation of the Mughal style of painting. 
The manuscript was produced to the orders of Akbar on a large scale, taking 
over ten years to complete, each of the paintings being on cotton measuring 
about 70cm. by 50cm. Pages from the manuscript are illustrated in most reference 
works on Indian painting, for example:

Krishna 
explaining the news of Arjuna’s death and his intended healing to Yudisthira who 
sits dressed in yellow before him on a plinth, Krishna wearing a crown and orange 
dhoti, Subhadra and Kunti seated behind him dressed in orange and blue, in the 
foreground Garuda, shown as a Simurg, arrives in order to transport them to the 
battlefield where Arjuna’s body lies, three men stand and sit on the left end of the 
plinth beneath a tree, another dressed in red in the right foreground, buildings and 
trees on the rocky horizon against a pale blue sky, SIGNED BY THE ARTIST FAZL, the 
miniature enclosing twenty-two lines of text, margins ruled in gold and blue, oxida- 
tion has affected the miniature in places, thirty-two lines of naskhi text on reverse of 
leaf, mounted (overall size 380mm. by 224mm.) [Mughal, c. 1616] 


** This miniature is from a dispersed copy, dated 1616, of the Razmnama, 
an abridged Persian translation of the Hindu epic poem the Mahabharata originally 
commissioned by the emperor Akbar in 1582. The manuscript was produced 
outside the Mughal court for Abdul Rahim Khan, Khan Khanan, minister and 
commander under Akbar. Fazl, whose work is found in other manuscripts pro- 
duced for the same patron, was evidently the leading artist of the atelier.

two faint seals at lower corners, slight flaking and stains, mounted ON A PAGE FROM A 
ROYAL ALBUM OF THE SHAH JAHAN PERIOD, the border decorated with flowers and

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PAHARI MINIATURES 


The following twenty-three miniatures are from a series of illustrations 
to the Ramayana, the Sanskrit epic poem written by the sage Valmiki 
about 500 B.C. The series is known as the ‘Shangri’ Ramdyana after 
Shangri, the place of residence of the branch of the Kulu royal family 
formerly in possession of the pictures. The miniatures date from the late 
seventeenth century and can be assigned to Kulu artists working under 
various degrees of influence from the Basohli and Bilaspur schools. 
W. G. Archer in Rajput Miniatures from the Collection of Edwin Binney, 
3rd, Portland 1968, pp. 76-81 and 94, distinguishes four styles within the 
series of which two are here represented: Aranyakanda in style IV, 
Kishkindakanda and Lankakanda (or Yuddhakanda) in style Il. The 
size of the miniatures varies: the measurements given do not include 
the borders.

PROVENANCE 

The date of copying of the manuscript, 1110 Arm./A.D. 1660-1 is found on 
the miniature on f.577b. Although there is no full colophon, for which the blank 
pages between f.572 and f.577 were probably intended, there are short notes 
giving the names of three scribes: Y[o]v[ha]n[ne]s on ff.170 and 193, Yaruthi[un] 
Gércheak on f.219, and Yovseph on f.294b. The name of the sponsor, Y[a]k[o]b 
Dj[a]n, is given in a note on f.383. The style of illumination and the choice and 
presentation of the subjects of the miniatures give reason to suppose that the 
manuscript was produced at New Djulfa, Isfahan. 


TEXT 

The Old and New Testaments are followed on ff.578-582 by the text of the 
memorial and the lists and index composed by the scribe Ghazar Baberdtsi and used 
in his Bible produced in Poland, A.D.1619 (Etchmiadzin, no. 179/173), followed 
by the preface and table of chapters for Genesis. These leaves together with f.577 
must originally have been intended for the beginning of the manuscript, but are 
bound at the end. Many Bibles produced at New Dyjulfa in the seventeenth 
century include this text and S.Der Nersessian, in The Chester Beatty Library, a 
Catalogue of the Armenian Manuscripts, Dublin 1958, pp. x1-xli, suggests that 
Baberdtsi’s Bible may provide the link between the Bibles of New Dyulfa and their 
European counterparts. 


The Old Testament ends abruptly on f.4376 at Ezekiel XXVIII, 19, where a 
few leaves are lacking. 


DECORATION 

The manuscript is richly decorated with twenty-nine miniatures of which 
twelve are full-page, and eighteen fully illuminated pages, plus seventy-nine 
illuminated headpieces and numerous margin ornaments. 


Four of the Old Testament books and the Gospels begin with a large illu- 
minated headpiece accompanied by a full-length marginal ornament (with 
Crucifixion for St. Matthew), the initial letter in the form of an appropriate figure 
or symbol, the first two lines in illuminated ornithomorph uncials, subsequent lines 
in gold and colours. Other books in seventy-nine cases begin with illuminated 
headpieces and accompanying marginal ornaments, with illuminated initial letters, 
often ornithomorph, and the first few lines in gold and colours. Over two hundred 
and seventy other marginal ornaments marking chapters and sections which 
begin with illuminated initials and lines of text in red and gold. 


| On ff.438-447 are full-pages of decoration in the form of alterpieces (Ahorans) 
| prepared for the Letter of Eusebius and the Eusebian canon tables, which have 

not been written in. Each khoran consists of an illuminated panel supported on 
pillars and base, surrounded by plants and animals; those for the Letter of Euse- 
bius headed by portraits of the correspondents. 
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The twenty-nine miniatures are in a style which is handsomely representative 
of the work done at New Djulfa in the seventeenth century, and compare closely 
with those of other Bibles illustrated there, for instance Jerusalem, Armenian 
Patriarchate, no. 1934, and Venice, San Lazaro (Mechitarist Fathers), no. 623. 
Many of the miniatures are based on engravings in European bibles; the attention 
paid to the rules of perspective here is not characteristic of earlier Armenian art.
